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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/26/03ave been fiilly considered but they are not persuasive. 
The applicant argues that the prior art does not teach "guiding means which extract intersections 
existing on the route searched by the route searching means and calculates a distance from the 
present position of the vehicle to each of the intersections." The examiner disagrees. Kamada 
teaches it in column 3 and column 5, lines 49-50. Regarding the motivation argument, the prior 
art in column 3, line 53 indicates that the display device display a road map, a current position, 
and other information. So, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
display any information that could help the user in order to provide better service. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kamada et al 
(6,118,389). 

As per claims 1,9, 17, 18 and 19, Kamada teaches searching a route from a present 
position to a destination; extracting intersections existing on the route searched; displaying the 
route searched (abstract, column 3 and column 5, lines 49 and 50) with an exception of 
displaying distance to each intersection and a name of each intersection. However, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to display any information that could help the user 
in order to provide better service. 

As per claims 2-8, 10-16, it has been held that the recitation that an element is "adapted 
to" perform a function is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It 
does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. 

3. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kamada et al 
(6,1 18,389) in view of Kishigami et al (5,908,464). 

As per claim 20, Kamada does not teach how to display the traffic control identifiers on 
the map and identifies those by symbols or names. However, Kishigami teaches it in the 
abstract. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
aforementioned invention in order to provide better service to the user.
